Two 
or three days later she lost her sense of 
hearing and was completely deaf. 
A 
day or two later she lost her power of 
speech. 
For days she was blind, deaf 
and dumb. 
She knew 
everyone 
who 
went to her bedside by touching them 
and during the days she was in this con- 
dition pht! develoi)ed a wonderful sense 
of touch. 


Rut the physicians continued to treat 
her, employing every agency known in 
the treatment of tuberculosis. 
Finally 
their efforts were rewarded and slowly 
she began to regain her lost senses. Her 
eyesight returned, next her hearing and 
eventually her power of speeci. 
Then 
she commenced to regain her strength 
and in a few weeks she was on the road 
to recovery. 


Miss Duhm is now believed to b« en- 
tirely cured, the only case of tho kind, 
it is claimed by medical experts, on 
record. Though she niaj' have contract- 
ed the disease in the performance of her 
work as nurse, she refuses to give up her 
chosen profession and is today nursing 
in tho Robert E. Long hospital at In- 
dianapolis.

Washington, June 25.—United States 
government 
officials today had 
under 
consideration in connection with the new 
American 
note to Great Britain con- 
cerning delays to neutral commerce, the 
latest British memorandum on the sub- 
ject. 


The British note which was publish 
ed here and in London today explain; 
in detail measures taken bj- the Brit- 
ish government to minimize inconven 
iencea to neutral commerce under the 
Order in Co\mcil. 
The claim is made 
however, that 
American citizens have 
no just grounds for complaint on ac 
count of the treatment accorded their 
cargoes. 


The United States in its communica 
tion, now in course of preparation, will 
renew its protest of jVIarch 1, against 
the principles in the Order in Council. 
The British memorandum makes no at- 
tempt to answer the principles asserted 
in the note of that date. 


The American note probably will re 
fer to the British memorandum, but it 
was said today that the manner of en- 
forcing the order in council would not 
be treated as relevant to the question 
at issue—whether there is any warrant 
in international law for the powers that 
Great Britain and her allies have as- 
sumed to exercise over the commerce of 
the world. 


In brief, the 
British 
memorandum 
emphasizes the various favors shown to 
owners of cargoes sent abroad from the 
United States; says that British officials 
have acted with the utmost dispatch in 
showing in every case such considera- 
tion for neutrals as might be compatible 
with the object in view—to prevent ves- 
sels from carrjing goods for, or coming 
from the enemies' territory—and points 
out the earnest desire of Great Britain 
to remove all causes of unavoidable de- 
lay in dealing with American cargoes 
and vessels detained. 


More Facts Needed. 


SufTicient facts on detention and seiz- 
ure of American shops and cargoes by 
the British fleet have not yet been gath- 
ered by the state department to com- 
plete the new note to Great Britam, 
which has been under prei:yiration sev- 
eral weeks.

men marched back into the court room 
with

verdict 
declaring 
Hamilton 
guilty. 
He was promptly sentenced to 
from two to fourteen years in the Jef- 
fersonville reformatory. 


Victim of Money's Power. 


"Gentlemen of the jury," said Hamil- 
ton, when he arose to speak his own 
plea, "if it wasn't for money I wouldn't 
be here. It's money that's got me here. 
It's money that makes Steve Callahan 
here prosecute me for this thing. 
It's 
money that runs the world. It made the 
police ffet after me. 
It's money that 
runs this here court. Money eveiywhere 
does things that are "v^Tong and makes 
it hard for poor devils like me. 


"•^Vhy. gentlemen of the jury, wher« 
would that big war in Europe be if it 
wasn't for money? 
There just wouldn't 
be no war. It's money that started this 
big war and money keeps it going. If it 
wasn't for money that, war would be 
over now and there never would have 
been no war nohow. 


Admits the Handicap of No Coin. 


"•Tust look at me. I 
ain't 
got 
no 
money. If I had a-had money I wouldn't 
be here. I hain't done had no witnesses 
here for me. 
\ATiy? 
'Cause I didn't 
have no money. 
Tf I'd had money Fd 
had this here court room filled with wit- 
nesses to tell my side.

Young Hamilton

cial of a mercenary part. 


Attorney H. L. Somers, attorney 
for 
indigent prisoners, conducted the defens« 
for Hamilton until the time came for 
the oratory and then the negro insisted 
on making a speech. He did not take 
the witness stan<l and he had no wit- 
nesses for himself.

was 
charged 
with burglarizing the store of Oonrad 
Buesking on Hanna street the night of 
"May 24. He is a confirmed thief and a 
dangerous rascal.

houre every week had to be devoted to 
the study of the Russian language. Only 
text books approved for use in Russian 
Bchools were permitted in Lemberg. The 


Russia assisted the invaders, and one of 
these, M. Gluszkiewicz, a well known 
Ruthenian leader, was later rewarded 
by being named mayor of Przemysl. 


"All men of military age were taken 
into custody by the Russian authorities, 
as were also pensioned Austrian and 
Hungarian officers. 


"These Included General Ryck, a vet- 
eran of Sebastopol, over 80 years of age. 


"The Russian municipal officials began 
leaving the city the latter part of May 
and all had disappeared before Lemberg 
fell. Emperor Nicholas paid one visit 
to the Galician capital while it was un- 
der Russian control. 
Ruthenian books 
were destroyed by the Russian authori- 
ties and the exchange of telegrams and 
letters in the Ruthenian language was 
prohibited.

ITALIANS OCCUPY GLOBNA. 


General Advance Along Isonzo Claimed 
in Rome Statement 


Rome, June 24.—(Via Paris, June 25 
—6:55 A. M)—^A 
gradual 
advance 
along the Isonzo river with the occupa- 
tion of Globna, north of Plava and the 
edge of the plateau between Sagrado 
and Monfalcone, are announced in an of- 
ficial statement issued tonight at the 
headquarters of the Italian general staff. 
The communication follows: 


"In the Tyrol-Trentino region and in 
Cadore there have been methodical ar- 
tillery actions. 
At the same time we 
have been maintaining 
our 
activity 
along the front by means of reconnais- 
sances by small detachments and thus 
we have had successful encounters at 
Carcano and Val Cismon and toward the 
plateau of Vezzens. 


"In Garnie we continued an intense 
artillery fire, particularly against Mal- 
borgeth. Our projectiles today penetrat- 
ed the cupalo of Fort Helsel. 


"The night of the 22nd-23rd, the 
usual vain attacks of the enemy were 
repeated against our positions at Val- 
grande and Valpiccolo, 
In the region 
of Monte Nero we extended our occupa- 
tion towards the north as far as the 
slopes of Javazoeky and made 57 pri- 
soners. 
In this region we began firing 
against the bay of Plezzo. 


"Along the Isonzo we are advancing 
rapidly, reinforcing ourselves in posi- 
tions on the right bank of the river. We 
thus have occupied Globna, north of 
Plava, and on the lower Isonzo we have 
captured the edge of the plateau be- 
tween Sagrado and Monfalcone."

Fire that

The closet, which is located off of one 
of the rear rooms, was filled with old 
clothes and rubbish and the blaze is be- 
lieved to have started as a result of 
spontaneous combustion.

when Dr. J. B. Fimk, whose offices a»v» 
located on the second floor, discovered 
smoke pouring down the stairway and 
immediately called the fire department 


A hole was burned through the floor 
to a rear room which Dr. Funk also oc 
cupies. 
He estimates his damage at 
$300. 


Occupants in the two apartments on 
the third floor of the building did not 
know there was a fire until the firemen 
rushed up the stairs and ordered them 
to vacate. Miss Mildred Hansen fell in 
a swoon and had to be carried out. She 
was soon revived, however, after reach- 
ing the fresh air. 


Both Mrs. Moriarity and Miss Steven« 
were away from 
home 
at the time. 
Mrs. Moriarity could not be located for 
an hour after the blaze had been ex- 
tinguished. Damage to the building and 
the household goods belonging to Mrs. 
Moriarity is estimated at approximate- 
ly $600. 


The firemen did splendid work and 
succeeded in 
extinguishing 
the blaze 
without the use of very much water, 
using chemicals instead. 
Smoke poured 
from every window and it looked for a 
time that

building was 
doomed. 
A large crowd had gathered 
in anticipation of a big blaze and the 
police had much trouble in keeping peo- 
ple out of the danger zone. 


The McKinnie building is owned by 
Mrs. Georgia F. McKinnie, widow of the 
late William M. McKinnie, 616 West 
Berry street. The loss is fxilly covered 
by insurance.

Hayfields Are Given More 
Attention on Advice of 
Grain Merchants. 


Atlanta, Ga., June ii.—With the as- 
surance that the south has at last heed- 
ed the "hay, hogs and hominy" move- 
ment, abandoned the one-crop system 
and set about 
earnestly to diversify 
her crops, southern boards of trade and 
commercial and industrial organizations 
of all kinds are busy advising the farm- 
ers how to adjust themesivea to these 
new conditions. 


Editors, educators and lecturers have 
dinned into the farmers the idea that 
the south can grow as tine a quality of 
hay as the west. 
With this idea in 
view, an investigation 
recently was 
made. The farmers asserted there was 
no niarket for the pcavine hay. 


The commission grain niercliants were 
then moved on. 
They 
acknowledged 
that they did not care to buy peavine 
hay and gave their reasons. 
It was 
not cured properly, they said; was not 
baled properly, and in addition possess- 
ed a fattening quality, which made it 
unsuitable for work animals. As a re- 
sult the south has now a propaganda 
of education on how to cure and bate 
hay. A plan for improving tho grade 
of southern cattle is being urged. 


It is also proposed that every south- 
ern town have a market day. Companies 
are being formed in the various southern 
states to handle southern grown food- 
stuffs, and it will greatly 
facilitate 
things if the farmers and business luon 
will arrange market days for the var- 
ious towns, that is, set a day on which 
to drive to town with wagon loads of 
farm products and exchange them for 
cash.

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The Indications From Berlin 


PreBS dispatches from Berlin almost without exception agree 
that there are excellent prospects that the note of the German gov- 
ernment now being prepared in response to the latest American rep- 
resentations growing out of the Lusitania incident will go far toward 
accepting American views and meeting American wishes. There has 
been, of course, no official utterance as yet and nobody, perhaps, 
authorized to speak for the imperial government, yet under the strict 
sensorship prevailing it may be fairly assumed that the forecasts do 
not materially misrepresent the German attitude and the German 
disposition. 


It would be unreasonable and unjust to expect a complete cessa- 
tion of submarine warfare, nor has America expresed an contention 
that this should be the outcome. The outlook as it is now viewed 
seems to promise proposals to exempt from submarine attack such 
ships as are employed wholly or principally in passenger traffic, 
though these would still be reasonably subject to stoppage and ex- 
amination by submarines to ascertain if contraband of war-aboard 
render them legal prizes for an enemy warcraft. If this be the out- 
come, the high purpose of President Wilson will have been attained, 
and it will have far-reaching effect in securing at the hands of other 
belligerents a similar modification of contentions and practices which 
have given rise to complaint since the present war developed its 
amazing catalogue of hand-made international law designed to fit 
immediate occasion.

square miles in area and having aboiit 
16,(100 inhabitants has some 500 defec- 
tives wlio live with their own sort and 
reproduce their own kind in dirty lit- 
tle, backwoods settlements dominated by 
the evil trinity of alcohol, ignorance, 
and immorality. 
The iinfits cost one 
county over $10,000 each year, and their 
numbers are steadily increasing. The 
forty-five "women who were past child- 
bearing age had borne on an average 
seven children apiece, and five were liv- 
ing. 
There are half a dozen other such 
areas in Pennsylvania; New York state 
has them also, and New Jersej'. 
Booth 
Tarkington ha? told of such in his story 
of "The Gentleman From Indiana," and 
the type has been studied in Kansas. 
Probably every one of our states has 
these stagnant pools 
into which its 
worst elements drain—and there multi- 
ply. 
Little as Americans like it thia 
ptoblem must be faced. 
In the long 
run the facts must be gathered and 
studied and such action taken as will 
prevent the increase of the absolutely 
unfit. 
Our body politic can 
support 
many sores, but there is no good in so 
doing. 
The purpose of the state is to 
give us more life and better.

' The approximate time corered by 
these lessons is from 1091 or 1078 B. 
C. to 1035 or 1023 B. C., somewhere 
between 50 and 60 years. 
The most 
prominent character is David. 
He is 
related to every lesson, except the 
first, either as an actor or an author. 
This fact gives us a center about 
which to revolve our review. By mak- 
ing assignments a week in advance a 
Chapter summary of David's life can 
be presented as follows: Chapter I, 
Saul's disobedience, and its relation to 
David. II, The secluded shepherd boy 
and Samuel. 
Ill, The boy and the 
giant. IV, The musician and the king. 
tV, The boy and his friend. VI, The 
young man In exile. VII, The young 
man as king. VIII, The king and the 
•rk. DC, The king's great sin. The re- 
maining lessons will make excellent 
reading matter to be interspersed with 
the presentation of the various chap- 
ters and we may call the whole pro- 
gram "Prom Obscurity to Power." 


An excellent suggestion is made in 
Teloubet'a Selected Notes," of mak- 
ing a large chart ruled vertically Into 
illve columns 
and horizontally Into 
j^elve spaces, one for each lesson. 
(Label the vertical columns respective-' 
place, 
characters, 
intervening 
!«Tents, key verse, and principal teach- 
!tog. Then have each of the sixty dif- 
jferent spaces assigned to classes or to 
Individuals who will each in turn, be- 
ginning at the upper left hand corner 
jwith lesson one, fill in the different 
[«paces in order until the whole chart 
jls covered. 
If a blackboard is used 
ithese facts can be written within the 
'different squares, otherwise care must 
be taken to have the facts written up- 
on previously prepared pieces of card- 
board, or paper, each to correspond to 
the dimensions of the various squares 
on the large chart. As in the case of 
the "chapter review," previous sug- 
gested, Lessons III, XI and XII, being 
from the Psalms, may be read and no 
further attention be given to them so 
far as the chart Is concerned. For the 
younger classes a good story teller 
can give a running story of the lessons 
which will prove highly interesting. 
To drill the school or the separate 
classes on some of the outstanding 
facts of the books of First and Second 
Samuel and the Psalms will prove a 
profitable expenditure of time. 
For 
Illustration: 
Who are the heroes of 
First Samuel? 
Of Second Samuel? 
What chief events in the life of David 
are recorded in First Samuel? In Sec- 
ond Samuel? Where is the record of 
David and Goliath? 


If a running commentary is desired 
the following suggestions may help: 


Lesson I. 
Saul is set aside, hence 
the need of David, "a man after God's 
jown heart." 
I Liesson II. Samuel's choice set aside 
and David the youngest son is select- 
ed to be king. 


Lesson III. The wonderful shepherd 
fisalm which is a "testimony" of David 
the shepherd king. 
(Have the school 
tecite it in concert.) 


Lesson IV. A venture of faith, Je- 
hovah's watchful care over David, and 
the downfall of a mighty foe. 


Lesson V. 
Saul's vain attempt to 
Blay 
David. 
The development of 
hatred, the protecting care over those 
[ho "put thoir trust in Jehovah." 


e^spn VI. The love of David and 
Jonathan, an illustration of the sur- 
rendered life and a type of the love 
for us of one who has said, "Hence- 
forth I call you not servants but 
friends." 


Lesson VII. 
David's generosity to 
his persistent persecutor. 
David did 
not do to Saul what Saul tried to do 
to David. Though selected to become 
the king, David «recognized in Saul one 
of God's chosen men and patiently 
bided his time till God should remove 
this recreant, disobedient servant and 
place him in the position of power. 


Lesson VTII. 
David exalted to be 
king, first over Judah and later over 
the entire nation. Also the record of 
his shrewd manner of making friends 
with all of the tribes of Israel. 


Lesson IX. David established Jéru- 
salem to bet both the civic and relig- 
ious center of the nation. His joy in 
worship and la God's service points 
forward to our "chief shepherd." 
^ 
Lesson.X. Itevld was after all only 
human. In the midst of his idle lux- 
ury he succumbed to the allurement 
of temptation and committed an awful 
sin, an act'that Involved many others 
and made the sum total one fearful to 
behold. How are the mighty fallen!

Some Interesting Facts Re- 
garding Lemberg, Now 
in Public Eye. 


Washington, D. 
C., 
June 25.—Dr. 
scribing Lemberg, for wliose possession 
the mightiest trial of strength of the 
war has been developing through the 
last few weeks, a statement just issued 
by the National 
Geographic 
society 
Bays: 


"Lemberg. under Austrian overlord- 
ship, hag been a stronghold of Pol).sh 
national consciousness. 
Almost unham- 
pered by the imperial authorities, 
it 
has administered, as Cialicia's capital, 
the last remnant 
of 
Polish 
Poland. 
When the Galician diet was formed in 
1861, licmberg had fallen from her brave 


position of the days of the Polish king- 
dom. 
The city was poverty-crushed, 
unimproved, undrained and hence, un- 
healthy, with no schools, and, generally, 
upon the verge of ruin. Today, arous- 
ed by the constitution of ISGfi, after fif- 
ty years of hopeful effort, the tide of 
invasion swept over a beautiful, in- 
tensely modern city, full of fine, sub- 
stantial buildings, of lovely, well-plan- 
ned parks, of up-to-date, richly stocked 
shops, of excellent schools and' colleges, 
of great monuments and expensive pub- 
lic work.«;. The destructive tide of bat- 
tle rolled over careful work of two gen- 
erations, and is now 
driving 
back 
again upon it. 


"Before the outbreak of the present 
war, there was no city of Lemberg's 
size in Europe, upon who.se streets one 
might find more aleif, vivaxrious life. 
The city had enjoyed a typically Amer- 
ican 'boom' for more than a generation, 
and its people had more of an air of 
buoyant confidence than any other Po- 
lish community. Industries were grow- 
ing; and the commission and transit 
trade of the city was attaining the im- 
portance of this trade under the 
old 
kingdom. From a small, bitterly poor 
communit}', Lemberg had progresped to 


the position of a wealthy metropolis of 
200,000 inhabitants. 


"The Galician capital lies in a sharp- 
ly cut valley, 
embroidered on every 
hand by well-wooded hills. The parka 
and promenades of the city reach out 
into the hills, where some of the fin- 
est walks and garden spots have been 
laid out. 
Beyond the suburbs of the 
capital, little Polish villages 
straggle 
over the coimtry roads, and, 
before 
great armies passed this way, flocks 
of thousands upon thousands of ducks 
and geese, for which Galicia enjoyed no 
small measure of fame, met the travel- 
er's eyes everywhere. The insignificant 
little stream, Peltew, an affluent of the 
Bug, flows by the city. 


"Leml)er^ lies 46S miles northeast of 
Vienna by rail, and 212 miles 
east- 
southeast of Cracow. 
It is about fifty 
miles from the Russian border. 
The 
capital is a main station upon trunk 
lines to Odessa. Czernowitz, capital of 
Bukowina, Breslau, in 
Germany, 
and 
Buda-Pest, in 
Hungary. 
It 
is 
the 
fourth city in size in the Austrian em- 
pire, coming after Vienna, Prague and 
Triest. 
CVimmercially and induatriaUy, 
as well as politically and educationally. 


Its factories turn out machinery, iron 
wares, matches, stearin, 
caudles 
and 
naphtha. 


"Besides being the seat of the chief 
economic organizations and of the gov- 
ernment of t'ae crownland, Lemberg is 
an important relisious center, the seat 
of three archbishops, of the 
Roman 
Catholic, the United Greek and the Uni- 
ted Armenian churches. The University 
of Lemberg was founded by Emperor 
Joseph II in 1784 and since 1871 
its 
langTiage of instruction has been Polish. 
There are a number of important mu- 
seum collections in the city, 
among 
them collections all important to the 
student of the early life and customs of 
the country."

These are the words of cheer for the 
young housewife from

Hannah 
Wessling, 
Uncle Sam's official 
expert 
bread-maker. 
I found IMiss Wessling 
in her spotless model kitchen at the bu- 
reau of chemistry, department of agri- 
culture, and asked her to tell the tim- 
id housewife who has tried and failed 
to make bread "like his mother used to 
make it," the secret of the art. 


"A recipe for bread-making?" 
shis 
said in. answer to my 
first 
question. 
"Any standard recipe, I would 
much 
rather emphasize some 
other 
things 
about bread-making which I 
consider 
more important. 


"There are two principal points to 
keep in mind in successful bread-mak- 
ing," she continued. 
"The first is ac- 
curate measurement of ingredients. And 
by me&surement, I mean weighing of 
ingredients. There is nothing the house- 
wife should consider more 
important 
than a good pair of scales. 
They can 
be purchased very 
cheaply, and Avill 
often mean the difference between good 
and bad results. 


housewife to get a recipe that states 
the ingredients in weights, and to get 
scales and weigh out lier quantities ex- 
actly. 


"There should be no rule of thumb, 
but accurate measiirement. 
Anything 
left to chance increases by so much the 
chance of having bad bread. 


"The housekeeper should also know' 
the difi'orence between hard v.'heat tiom* 
and soft wheat flour. Hard wheat ilour 
is best for bread-making. 
Soft wheat 
make soft flour which is best for pastry, 
biscuit-making and 
cake. 


"The real secret of good bread-mak- 
ing. she continued,, "ia temperature. The 
housewife ordinarily sets her sponge to 
rise on the b a ^ of the stove or on the 
shelf over the stove. 
Bj' experience she 
learns the best temperature. 
But 
a t 
best this is guesswork. 


"Yeast, which causes the sponge to 
rise, is a micro-organism which grows 
best at a certain 
temperature. 
For 
bread-making yeast works best at 
a 
temperature of from 75 to 90 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


"Quick rising for bread in summer is 
best in order that other bacteria shall 
not have a chance to enter and grow— 
•\vhirh they will at a high temperature. 
The best temperature for raising sponge 
in the liome is 85 to 8G degrees. 
And 


"The first essential thing is for the > tlie verj- best way to obtain tliat tem- 


perature is in a sponge box heated and 
kept exactly that temperature. 


"This can be done very simply by a 
small oil lamp exactly' as an incubator 
is run, with little expense 
and 
little 
trouble, and with excellent results. 
A 
dairy thermometer costing 
from 
75 
cents to $1, kept in the sponge closet 
will enable the housewife to keep the 
temperature at 86 all the time. 


"Then comes the question of baking 
after the sponge is raised. 
For bread 
making the oven ought to be from 400 
to 425 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Tlie exp^ri- ' 
enced housekeeper knows 
when 
her 
oven is right, but the 
yoimg 
house- 
keeper faces a difficult problem. 


"Every oven ought to be manufac- 
tured with an oven thermometer, and if 
cook books would include in their recipes 
the temperatures of ovens, housewives 
would soon begin to demand oven ther- 
mometers and the manufacturers would 
begin to install them, 


"In the meantime, a chemical ther- 
mometer, stuck through a large round 
cork, and inserted in a hole an inch in 
diameter in the fop of the oven, leav- 
ing the thermometer exposed above the 
oven for reading, is an excellent plan. 
Or a small thermometer, scaled up to 
500 degrees, standing on a little easel, 
can be obtained for as little as $1.50.

Matrimonial Mobilization i,n 


France Still Far from 


Completei 


Paris, June 
10.—Correspondence 
of 
the Associated Press.—The matrimonial 
mobilization, precipitated 
by the call 
to arms last August, is far from com- ^ 
plete; in consequence there are thou- 
sands of women wearing mourning who 
are legally debarred from the rights of 
a widow. 


Two thousand five hundred marriages 
of soldiers called to the colors 
were 
celebrated in Paris alone during the 
first two weeks following th© outbreak 
of war. 
Several thousand more were 
obliged to leave for the front without 
regularizing a situation 
that has be- 
come hopeless for many women 
and 
children and will become hopeless for 
many more. 


The procurator of the republic 
did 
what he could by ordering mayors to 
disregard the rules; parliament helped 
by authorizing marriages at the f r o n t - 
even by proxy, but red tape had wownd 
marriage so tightly in its tangle that 
even with carte blanche from their su- 
periors the mayors were unable to sat- 
isfy all demands. 
War will have had 
the effect of remedying this, but in the 
meantime incalcuable harm has become 
permanent.

little flat in the foreign quarter beckons 
every night after a weary day of tramp- 
ing the streets for work.

Indianapolis, June 
25.—While 
in 
a 
gi-neral way the people of the 
state 
have heard and known something of the 
vocational educational work 
undertak- 
en under the state law, and while the 
people patronizing the rural 
schools 
have probably a more direct and inti- 
mate knowledge of the agricultural in- 
struction in the rural schools, the bulle- 
tin just issued by the state department 
of public instruction serves to phed a 
new and better light. 
This bulletin is 
splendidly illustrated and treats espe- 
cially of agricultural instruction 
and 
gives a summary of what has been ac- 
complished as shown by official reports. 


There is nothing more practical or 
valuable to the community and the in- 
dividual than this one feature in all 
the branches taught in any 
of 
the 
schools. 
It is the education that has 
taught the farmer's boy in Indiana to 
produce forty-seven more bushels 
of 
corn to the acre than his father pro- 
duces the same 
year in an adjoining 
field. 
The boys have also piroduced this 
larger cron at twenty-one cents a bush- 
el against the state average of thirty- 
five cents a bushel. 
The farmers arc 
naturally becoming interested in _ what 
the boys are doing. 


Dairy herds have been improved and 
many cows have been sent to the butch- 
er because the boys and 
girls 
have 
"Shown the folks" the milk was use- 
less when put to scientific test. 
Others 
of the herd have been made to improve 
the milk production by proper feeding 
methods. 
Whole herds 
have 
groAvn 
more valuable by elevating the stock 
with little or no extra expense to the 
farmer. 
Boys and girls have been al- 
lowed to take home milk te.sting ap- 
paratus in order many times "to con- 
vince the rest of the family." 


Orchards long neglected 
and of 
no 
apparent 
productive 
value have 
been 
revived and improved by proper prun- 
ing, spraying, grafting and budding, and 
in many instances the bulletin tells us 
that in addition to the planting of new 
orchards by the boys the care of the 
old ones has been turned over entirely 
by their fathers with excellent results. 
The bulletin says further that interest 
in these matters is by no means con- 
fined to the rural districts, but that in 
1014 "twenty thousand pupils in town 
and city schools in Indiana 
cultivated 
home gardens under the direction of 
the public schools." 


Poultry 
raising has 
not only been 
tauglit on practical lines at the schools, 
but in a far more attractive way has 
it been taught by the pupils working 
at home. 
This adds new interest to the 
work and st»idy. 
It applies the knowl- 
edge directly and at once to something 
extremely 
practical. 
It is the 
actual 
development of the productive side of 
poultry study by working with the hens 
each pupil owns. 
Both boys and girls 
are most earnest in this one line and a 
large buyer in one of the counties tells 
u.s in this bulletin that as the result 
of introducing better and purer breeds 
and getting reliably uniform eggs from 
the boys and girls he was able to pay 
them two cents a dozen more than for- 
merly 
for the eggs. 
He also 
knows 
thoir hens will lay in winter. 
A demand 
was created. 
The eggs were larger and 
were of one size and looked much bet- 
ter in the grocers' stock. 


Testing of com and other seeds be- 
fore planting has had its value so thor- 
oughly demonstrated 
from the 
profit 
side that there are some counties where 
the farmers are almost a imit in re- 
fusing to plant untested seed of any 
sort. 
testing seed hag been ad- 


vocated for many years and by some 
farmers practiced, one year of 
teach- 
ing it in the schools, taking it home in 
practical demonstrations 
to the 
indi- 
vidual farms and trying it out, 
has 
done more in 
Indiana than years of 
talk in granges and publishing editori- 
als in newspapers. 


The bulletin just issued is supplied 
with specific information 
from nearly 
all the counties, telling exactly 
what 
hiis been and is being done, and while 
the general comments seem most sur- 
prising they are really surpassed in the 
recital of specific instances. 


As a result of the 
work 
in 
the 
schools aboiit Valparaiso, for instance, 
the farmer's became so much interested 
that thpy organized 
an evening 
class 
to meet every Friday night, and this 
class is instructed 
by the same man 
who has been teaching their boys. This 
same thing is happening all over 
the 
state. 
These Valparaiso farmers 
are 
now raising alfalfa on land that they 
were sure Avould never produce it. 
The 
bovs and that night school grew the al- 
falfa. 


At Worthington seven boys of 
the 
seventh, eighth and high school grades 
are managing .546 acres of corn on their 
fathers' farms this year. Others 
are 
raising poultry while still others have 
planted tomatoes. 
The teacher of their 
school is giving 
his attention 
to in- 
structing them in the field. 


About Trafalgar the boys have plant- 
ed several orchards for the farmers and 
are restoring old ones. 
They are look- 
ing after these as they develop and are

THE SPÏ RUN DAM 


Will Be Built Short Dis- 
tance Below Bridge in 
Lawton Park. 


Mayor Hosey, Messrs. Kelly, Sin^ey 
and Hilgeniann, of the board of works, 
and City Engineer Randall on Friday 
located the site of the dam that is lo 
be built across Spy Run in Lawton park 
to create a reservoir to provide abundant 
water for the condensers at the city 
li^ht and power works and t o provide a 
public batliin^ pool.

and for the constructioi^ of a sewer on 
the north side. Lights were ordered in- 
stalled at Fox and Belle avenues and 
m the alley between Beny and Wkrne 
streets and Monroe and Clay streets.

Berlin, June 25.—(Via London, 12:25

a wireless message to relatives here say- 
ing he expects to reach Berlin Saturday 
evening. It has been learned upon good 
authority that Dr. Dernberg will imme- 
diately be called into consultation con- 
cerning the forthcoming German answer 
to the second American note on the Lua- 
itania incident. 


ARRIVES AT BERGEN. 


Christtiania (Via London), June 25.— 
(6:55 a. m.)—The steamer Bergensfjord, 
on which Dr. Bernhard Dernberg was a 
passenger on his way from the United 
States to Germany, arrived last night 
at Bergen, after being detained at Kirk- 
wall, Scotland, by the British authori- 
ties. 


Dr. Dernberg, who had been engaged 
in presenting to the United States the 
German side of the European war, sailed 
from New York on the Bergensfjord on 
June 12. He was granted a safe conduct 
by the allies. A London dispatch dated 
June 20, but delayed by the censors un- 
til yesterday, made the first announce- 
ment that tile Bergensfjord had been 
detained at Kirkwall.

"Chubs and suckers have this disease, 
which is manifest by small black spots 
about the size of a pinhcad," Dr. Ellis 
said. 
"These spots appear just back of 
the poctoral (breast) fin, although they 
are often found in the webbing of the 
tail. 
This disease is caused by small 
colonies of microscopic one-celled ani- 
mals known as myxosporidians. 
These 
animals produce several diseases of fish, 
a particularly malignant 
form 
being 
found in the mu.seles of cats, rats and 
even human beings. 
It was this dis- 
ease of fishes which caused considerable 
trouble in the government e.xhibits at 
the world's fair at Chicago in 1893. 
Should tliis disease .spread to the best 
and other game fishes, it would very 
probably causc an economic loss."

Plans were issued

Thursday for the erection of a store 
house at the Fort Wayne Electric works 
on ground 
east of the present store 
house recently leased from the Wabash. 
The building "will be 2 50x100 feet, four 
stories and a basement. It ^vill replace 
the present building now used as a store- 
house, which is inadequate to the pur- 
pose, and which will be torn down an-l 
the space it occupies added to the shoj) 
yards, an addition badly needed. 
The 
proposed building will be of • reinforced 
concrete, of much heavier construction 
than any building now in Fort Wayne. 
It will have a dark brick facing to cor- 
respond with the other factory build- 
ings, and the windows will b«- only about 
half the size of the window.s in the big 
building on Broadway, being placed near 
the ceilings, with solid wail beneath and 
.shelving or other arrangement for stor- 
ing and handling stock and products. It 
will bo equipped with all the best and 
latest 
facilities for handling material 
and machinery. 
The plans also involve 
the construction of a twenty-five foot 
walk at the south side of the Pennsyl- 
vania tracks, on grounds leased from 
the Wabash, for an entrance to the big 
plant from Fairfield avenue. 
This walk 
is designed to keep employes oil the 
railroad property in going to and from 
tlie big shop. 
General Manager F. S. 
Hunting said that bids ^rill be received 
up to .July 6 and the building must be 
enclosed before cold weather so that the 
interior work can be pushed along dur- 
ing the winter months. 
It is expected 
to occupy it early next summer. 
A new 
feature never seen in Fort Wayne will 
be the "flat slab" construction system 
employed in making the floors of the 
building, which will be much stronger 
than any in the city.

Seward, Alaska, June 25.—Special cor-

Klondike have just been revived here at 
the reunion of "old-timers" of Kenai 
peninsula. 
They met at Boar Lake for 
their annual reunion and celebration and 
each grizzled "sourdough" told a wild, 
picturesque story of the "great rush." 


There are all 'kinds of old-timers in 
Alaska, but the ones that really coimt 
are those who came in the 
Klondike 
stampede or before. 


Then 
there are several varieties of 
the real thing. There are the old-timers 
who hang around the camps and,never 
go into the hills. 


Old-timers who hit ths trail 
every 
summer only to come back in the fall 
to loaf away the winter months; old- 
timers who go outside every winter to 
spend their "pile" and who won't start 


Still lured by the trail! "Bill" Clellan, 
an old-timer of Alaska, who has been 
tramping the hills for years and is still 
going. 


l.-ack till they're broke and who wouldn't 
get back then except 
for 
beneficent 
steamboat men who bring them back 
C. 0. D. 


Old-timers who go out into the hills 
for years a t a time, working by sum- 
mer and hybernating with bears in win- 
ter; and old timers who have prospered 
in business and stay on because they 
like the north and can't be happy out- 
side. 


These old 
fellows 
foregathered 
at 
Bear Lake to eat barbecued meat and 
talk over old times. 


Four of them were the oldest of the 
old pioneers of the north, men who 
came here long before the gold rush, 
two of whom took no part in the search 
for gold. 
These four are: 


Robert Michelson, who came to Wran- 
gle in 1874. He has lived in nearly ev- 
ery camp of importance in the north 
and came to Seward a year ago. 


"Pistol Pete" Anderson, formerly 
a 
sailor, who landed a t Semenouska in 
the Shamagin islands in 1885. He ac- 
quired his name after killing a family 
of bears in a cave on Kodiak island, 
with a pistol. 


Grosvold is probably the best posted 
man in Alaska on the Aleutians, the 
fast 
disappearing 
tribesmen 
of the 
western islands. 


The Aleuts, he said, are afraid they 
will have something when they die, so 
they never gather more than 
enotigh 
wood for today, nor get any more food 
until that on hand is gone. 
MHien by 
chance they get any money, they try 
to imitate the "gay life" of the whites. 
Then when broke they go back to their 
native life weakened by long debauches 
on "fire water," fall easy victims to 
pneumonia or measles and die. 


The last of the quartet is L. M. Ol- 
son. of Juneau, who came 
north 
in 
1887. 


While the veterans of the hills were 
feasting up walked another old timer. 
He had a pack on his back which includ- 
ed a bear skin and two six-weeks-old 
bear cubs in a condensed milk box.

Bill declared that he liadn't been to 
town for a year and that he thought 
he ought to come in and get the mail.

State Treasurer Bitler and Sec- 
retary of State Cook improved the qual- 
ity specifications and reduced the price. 
In 1914 the mine-run price was $3.20 
and the himp was $3.40. 
This year the 
Indianapolis Mortar & Fuel 
company 
bids $3.21 a ton straight on a combi- 
nation of mine-run and lump that will 
be superior to the combination of 1014. 
The contract ia for 1,200 tons or more 
in the year and it usually is consider- 
ably more.

Holland Restrains Appetite 


Purely on Philanthropic 


PrinciDles. 


Amsterdam, June 10.—Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.—"Government 
bread" and ''bread cards" on June 1 
this year became an institution in Hol- 
land for the period of the war, from 
which the people of the Netherlands 
suffer much 
while only looking on. 
The Dutch, however, are not compelled 
to eat government bread nor to take 
bread cards nor restrain their appetites 
by order. The system here is based on 
the philanthropic principle and its in- 
troduction does not imply any fear of 
a shortage of flour or bread. 


The idea of issuing bread cards arose 
owing to the ever-increasing number of 
people in Holland whose resources have 
been reduced since war broke out in 
Europe. The drafting into the army of 
thousands of the bread-winners in prep- 
aration to defend Holland against any 
attack on her neutrality and the de- 
creased 
opportunities for those who 
remained at home of finding emplpy- 
niciit as a seriuel to the lack of raw 
materials in various trades, have ren- 
dered the poor as a rule poorer, while 
fiiose persons possessed of means have 
become wealfhier. since they have been 
aide to take advantage of opportuni 
ties of making profit by laying out their 
cash. 


Immediately 
after the beginning of 
hostilities tlie Dutch government requi- 
sitioned all grain and since then all 
imported crain has been consigned to it. 
Many bakers took advantage of this 
fact and the ])rice of bread in Holland 
has risen enormously since Aug\ist. This 
increase naturally has hit the laboring 
class more than any other class of so- 
ciety, as manual workers always con- 
sume a larger proportion of bread than 
do more well-to-do people. 


in order to allay some of the discon- 
tent of the poor brought about by the 
increased cost of their prime necessary, 
the government recently reqtiested the 
municipalities all over the country to 
ask the bakers in their various dis- 
tricts to indicate whether they were 
willing to make and sell whole-wheat 
bread at approximately two and a half 
American cents a pound instead of near- 
ly six cents, the usual store price at 
this moment. 
Large numbers of bakers 
agreed to do so under the impulse of 
a proposal by the government to sup- 
ply them with whole uncrushed wheat 
through the municipalities at a price 
averaging nine florins f$.'i.50) per 100 
kilograms 
or 
about 
220 
American 
pounds. 
The price varies considerably 
in diiTerent places, according to the cost 
of Jflbor and fuel. In Moardingen, for 
instance, it is only seven florins 
($2.80) 
while in Roermond it is thirteen flor- 
ins fifty cents ($5.40). 
The condition 
attached is that the bakers furnish pure 
whole-wheat bread, to wMch may be 
added only yeast, salt and water. From 
every 100 kilograms of whole-wheat the 
bakers may make 140 kilograms of 
bread, 
which 
they 
sell for fl. 16.80 
($t).72). 


The bread is sold at the low price 
of two and a half American 
cents a 
pound to families which apply to the 
local authorities for bread cards. No 
restrictions are placed on the amount 
of money earned by a family which de- 
sires a bread card, but only one pound 
of bread is furnished daily for each 
person over two j^eara old belonging to 
tlie family. 


The extent of the poverty 
in the 
towns may be judged from the fact 
that many thousands of families have 
applied for bread cards. 
In Amster- 
dam. for example, nearly 50,000 family 
bread cards have been issued; in Rot- 
terdam 30,000; in The Hague, 20,000, 
and in T^eyden, 15,000. 


Before the war the normal price of 
white bread in Holland was eighteen 
Dutch cents (just over seven American 
cents) per kilogram or little over two 
American pounds; now it is twenty- 
eight Dutch cents, or over eleven Amer- 
ican cents.

June 9.5.—Lee J. Ninde, 
Fort Wayne, Ind., was elected ono of 
the vice presidente of the National As-

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The Indications From Berlin

Press 'dispatches from Berlin almost ^vithout exception agree 


that there are excellent prospects that the note of the German gov- 
ernment now being prepared in response to the latest American rep- 
resentations growing out of the Lusitania. incident will go far toward 
accepting American views and meeting 'American wishes. There has 
been, of course, no official utterance as yet and nobody, perhaps, 
authorized to speak for the imperial government, yet under the strict 
sensorship prevailing it may he fairly assumed that the forecasts do 
not materially misrepresent the German attitude and the German 
disposition. 


It would be unreasonable and unjust to expect a complete cessa- 


tion of submarine warfare, nor has America expresed an contention 
that this should be the outcome. The outlook as it is now viewed 
seems-to promise proposals to exempt from submarine attack such 
ships aa are employed wholly or principally in passenger traffic, 
though these would still be reasonably subject to stoppage and ex- 
amination by submarines to ascertain if contraband of war aboard 
render them legal prizes for an enemy warcraft. If this be the out- 
come, the high purpose of President "Wilson will have been attained, 
and it will have far-reaching effect in securing at the hands of other 
belligerents a similar modification of contentions and practices which 
have given rise to complaint since the present war developed its 
amazing catalogue of hand-made international law designed to fit 
immediate occasion.

A concrete 
road is being constructed.

which extends through the middle of a 
luko on a rip rapped foundation is of 
asphaltic concrete. 11 is a wonder. Many 
of the roads are forty feet wide. All 
last Sunday the yellow tags of Illinois 
motor ears were in almost continuous 
evidence over these highways.

garding Lemberg, Now 


in Public Eye. 


Washington, D. 
C., 
June 25.—pr 


scribing Lemberg, for whose possession 
the mightiest trial of strength of the 
war has been developing through the 
last few weeks, a statement just issued 
jy the National Geographic -society 
says: 


"Lemberg, under Austrian overlord- 


ship, has been a. stronghold of Polish 
national consciousness. Almost unham- 
pered by the imperial authorities, it 
has administered, as Galicia's' capital, 
the last, remnant 
of 
Polish 
Poland. 


When the Galician diet was formed in 
1801, Lemberg had fallen from her brave 


position of the days of the Polish king- | 
doin. 
The city was poverty-crushed, 


unimproved, undrained and' hence, un- 
healthy, with no schools, and, generally, 
upon the verge of ruin. Today, arous- 
ed by the constitution of 18CO, after fif- 
ty years of hopeful effort, the tide of 
invasion swept over a. beautiful, in- 
tensely modern city, full of fine, sub- 
stantial buildings, of lovely, well-plan- 
ned parks, of up-to-date, richly stocked 
shops, of excellent schools and colleges, 
of great monuments and expensive pub- 
lic works. The destructive tide of bat- 
tle rolled over careful work of two gen- 
erations, and is now 
driving 
back 


again upon it. 
x 


"Before the outbreak of the present 


war, there was no city of Leuiberg's 
size In Europe, upon whose streets one 
migh.jt find more alert, vivacious life. 
The city had enjoyed a typically Amer- 
ican 'boom' for more, than a. generation, 
and its people had more of an air of 
buoyant confidence than any other Po- 
lish' community. Industries wc.rc grow- 
ing; and tire commission and transit 
trade of the city was attaining the im 
portancc of this trade under the old 
kingdom. From a small, bitterly poor 
community, Lemberg had .progressed to 


I 


the position of a wealthy metropolis of 
200,000 inhabitants. 


'•The Galician capital lies in a, sharp- 


ly cut valley, 
embroidered on every 


hand by well-wooded hills. The parks 
and promenades of the city reach out 
into the hills, where some of the fin- 
est walks and garden spots have heen 
laid out. Beyond the suburbs of the 
capital, little" Polish villages 
straggle 


over the country roads, and, before 
great armies passed .this way. flocks 
of thousands upon thousands of clucks 
and geese, for which Galicia enjoyed no 
small measure of fame, met the. travel- 
er's eyes everywhere. The insignificant 
little stream, Pcltew, an affluent of the 
Bug, flows by the city. 


"Lemberg lies 40S miles northeast of 


Vienna by rail, and 212 miles cast- 
southeast of Cracow. It is about fifty 
miles from the Russian border. 
The 


capital is a main station upon trunk 
lines to Odessa. Czernowitz. capital of 
Bukowina, Breslau, in 
Germany, 
and 


Buda-Pcst, in 
Hungary. 
It 
is 
the 


fourth city in size in the Austrian em- 
pire, coming after Vienna, Prague and 
Tricst. Commercially and industrially, 
as well as politically and educationally, 


Its factories turn out machinery, iron 
wares, matches, stearin, 
candles and 


naphtha. 


"Besides being the sent of the chief 


economic organizations and of tile gov- 
ernment of t'ae crownland, Lemherg is 
an important, relicious center, the seat 
of three archbishops, of the 
Roman 


Catholic, the United Greek and the Uni- 
ted Armenian churches.

mometer, stuck through a large round 
cork, and inserted in a. hole an inch in 
diameter in the top of the oven, leav- 
ing the thermometer exposed above the 
oven for reading, is an excellent plan. 
Or a small thermometer, scaled up to 
500 degrees, standing on a little easel, 
can'be obtained for as little as $1.50.

The drafting into the army of 
thousands of the bread-winners in prep- 
aration to defend Holland against any 
attack on her neutrality and the de-

opportunities for those

those person-: possessed of means have

me weiillhier, since they have been 


able to lake advantage of opportuni- 
ties of milking profit by laying out their 
cash. 


Immediately after the beginning of 


'Hostilities the Dutch government requi- 
sitioned all grain and 
since then a.11 


imported grain hns boeu consigned to it. 
Many bakers tool; advantage of this 
fact ami the price of bread in Holland 
bus risen enormously since August. This 
increase naturally has hit the laboring 
class more than any other class of so- 
ciety, as manual workers always con- 
sume a larger proportion of bread than 
do more well-to-do people. 


In order to allay some of the discon- 


tent of the poor brought about by the 
increased cost of their prime necessary, 
the government recently requested the 
municipalities all over the countrv to 
ask the bakers in their various dis- 
tricts to indicate whether they were 
willing to make and sell whole-wheat 
bread at approximately two and a half 
American cents a pound instead of nenr- 
ly six cents, the usual store price at 
thin moment. Large numbers of bakers 
agreed to do so under the impulse of 
a proposal by the government to sup- 
ply them with whole nncrnshed wheat 
through the municipalities at a price 
averaging nine florina ($3.50) per 100 
kilograms 
or 
about 
220 
American 


pounds. 
The price varies considerably 


in different places, according to the coat 
of labor and fuel. 
In Vloiirdingen. for 


instance, it is only seven florins ($2.80) 
while in Roermond it is thirteen 'flor- 
ins fifty cents ($fi.40). 
The condition 


attached is that the bakers furnish pure 
whole-wheat bread, to which may be 
added only yeast, salt and water. From

the family. 


The extent of the poverty 
in 
the 


towns may be judged from the fact 
that many thousands of families have 
applied for bread cards. 
In Amster- 


dam, for example, nearly 50.000 family 
bread cards have been issued; in Kot- 
terdam 30,000; in The Hague, 20,000, 
and in Leyden, 15,000. 


Before the war the normal price of 


white bread in Holland was eighteen 
Dutch cents (just over seven American 
cents) per kilogram or little over two 
American pounds; now it is twenty- 
eight Dutch cents, or over eleven Amer- 
ican cents.
